Engineers,

Sy dney B. Mau lden o f the same C. 
W. Serv ice. 
These men had samp le equ ip ment 
and materials to illu strate

Chemical Warfare. One o f the first 
p o ints made by the Co l. was that 
we are in war, and war means that 
o ne side means to kill the o ther. 
Also that no twithstanding gas and 
p o iso no u s chemicals are banned by 
internatio nal agreement, it is well to 
remember that o u r enemies hav e no t 
y et been cau ght in a tight sp o t and 
hav e no t needed to reso rt to a qu es­ 
tio nable metho d o f killing. 
Bu t he 
said it is so easy fo r them to u se 
the fo rbidden stu ff 
in their 
last 
emergency and that 
Ou r 
Natio ns 
are no t go ing to be cau ght u np re­ 
p ared bo th fo r o ffense and defense. 
After sho wing the Lio ns chemical­ 
ly 
treated 
u nderwear, 
air-p ro o f 
su its, gas masks, and letting 
them 
smell samp les o f the gases, and tell­ 
ing them ho w blisters and bu rns eat 
away ey es and skin, it was clear 
no ne o f the Lio ns wanted in 
that 
p art o f the fight. 
Co l. Hartman stressed the 
fact 
that o u r men are so trained 
that 
they kno w ho w to p ro tect themselv es 
fro m gases and where p o iso n has 
been scattered 
o n 
weeds, 
grass, 
bu shes and so il. They u se gas-filled 
ro o ms to p ro v e that with masks o n 
they are safe. 
These men made a deep imp res­ 
sio n o n the Hamlin fello ws and their 
inv ited gu ests.

A long time ago we said 
that the time would come when the 
United States would be in the war 
and the first main job would be to 
make safe all p arts of the 
That is fast being done. 
The next step will be the gradual 
ap p roach to key coast cities with air 
craft carriers, battleship s, 
submar­ 
ines, with more than enough p lanes 
to hold back all danger of ship sink­ 
ings. Once the waters around Eu­ 
rop e or Jap an are fairly safe, the 
invasion p oint will be near.

In place of giving attention to soil 
fertility m easures that feed growing 
plants, we have too often adopted 
the practice of “ crop hunting” in the 
m istaken belief that when one crop 
starves another can be found that 
will thrive on the sam e depleted 
land. 
But we c a n ’t breed crops 
against starvation any m ore than a 
sterile parent can transm it the char­ 
acter of sterility. 
Evidences of declining soil fertili­ 
ty are seen in the

Veterinarians 
are 
constantly 
faced 
with 
increasing 
cases of strange anim al ailm ents for 
which no specific body weakness 
or visible physiological cause can 
be found. E ye ailm ents, a tendency 
to blindness, 
bad 
gaits, 
rounded 
back lines, inferior condition, poor 
feeding progress, and even debility 
and death can be traced to deficien­ 
cies in anim als’ nutrition. 
If new er legum es or non-legumes 
grow m ore successfully on less fer­ 
tile land, then such crops m ust be 
taking less nutrient from the soil. 
Thus these crops can offer the ani­ 
m als that feed on them less of pro­ 
tein and of ash which, for anim als 
the sam e as for plants, are the item s 
draw n from the soil. 
Animals Limited in Feeding. 
Confined as they are, anim als are 
limited in their feeding by the soil 
fertility of the farm . 
Supplem ents 
such as proteins contain too little of 
the m inerals needed. And when ani­ 
m als protest by rooting up the very 
earth or climbing the fence in search 
of better forage, such actions are 
m et by rings in the nose or cu m b er­ 
some yokes about the neck.
